Premier ‘Brownlee of Alberta has 
left for:the Coast for his health. The 
Hon. George Hoadley is acting as 
Prime Minister in his absence. 

Unemployment is reported 
growing in ‘Alberta. 

A sensational hold-up took place in 
Winnipeg last week. The cashier of 
the liquor commission, Nuttal, with 
$15,000 in cash and cheques, was just 
about to enter his motor car at the 
door of the commission’e office when 
he and his companions were held up 
by two bandits with revolvers. ‘One 
of them struck Nuttall over the head 
and seized thebag with the cash and 
they ran off to a waiting car.. Nuttall 
was able to get his revolver out and 
fired three shots after them but fail- 
ed to hit the bandits, who escaped with 
the money. 
~ The Canadian wheat crop this year 
is estimated as being worth over 
$466,000,000, which ig@ $146,000,000 
more than last year. 

It is announced that the dairy pool 
will start operation on the first of 
January. 

Speaking at the Calgary U.F.W.A., 
H. W. Wood, president of the U.F.A., 
again stated his theory of representa- 
tion in the legislature according to. 
economic groups as superior to the 
present party system. He stated 
that the farmers were willing to co- 
operate with other economic groups. 

The Supreme Court of Canada has 
dismissed the appeal of Baker and 
Sowash convicted of the murder of 
Captain Gillis of the liquor smug- 
gling ship Beryl-G. They -will, there- 
fore, be hanged unless the Governor- 
General grants a reprieve. 

It has been announced on behalf of 

the Alberta government by the Hon. 
G. R. Reid, provincial treasurer, that 
the government hopes to introduce 
shortly a rural credit scheme on a 
co-operative basi. 
- The result of the recount in. the 
Peace River Dominion election is that 
Kennedy ,the Progressive, has been 
declared elected by a majority of 17 
over the Conservative. It is stated 
that the Conservatives will protest 
against this decision. 

It is reported from the far north 
that the plains buffalo taken north 
into the wood buffalo district appear 
to be doing quite well and to be mix- 
ing on friendly terms with the large 
wood buffalo.

M. Doumer has succeeded M. formance in ety Mey 
Loucheur as French minister of fi- 
nance. M. Loucheur’s proposals were 
unfavourably réceived by the French 
parliament. M, Doumer’s proposals 
have not yet been announced. In the 
meantime the franc continues to sink 
in value and no settlement is in sight. 

It is reported that unemployment is 
increasing in Germany and has now 
reached a point at which well over 
one million men are out of work. A 
plot has been discovered in Germany 
to kill Herr Streseman, the Foreign 
Minister. 

Tchitcherin, the Russian Soviet 
Minister, has refused the request of a 
the League of Nations that Russia 
should join in a premliminary parley 
with a view to reduction of arma- 
ments. He has stated that Russia is 
willing to reduce armaments at once 
without wasting time in preliminary 
negotiations which he declares are 
likely to be merely dilatory. 

Spain is negotiating with several 
other countries security and arbitra- 
tion treaties similar to those made at 
Locarno. 

Colonel Mitchell, United States air 
service officer, has been found guilty 
of insubordinate conduct and _ sen- 
tenced to suspension from the service 
and deprivation of all pay and rank 
for five years. It.i# stated that he will 
appeal againet the decision. 

In Syria fighting is still continuing, 
but it is not very clear how it is 
going. According to one report the 
city of Damascus has been practically 
destroyed by bombardment and inter- 
nal fighting and the population has 
abandoned it. It seems that the 
FKrench have had to abandon at least 
part of the country in order to con- 
centrate their troops at the impor- 
tant points. In the Yrench parlia- 
ment the government hag received a 
vote of confidence by a very large ma- 
jority in their declared policy of put- 
ting down the rebelllion and continu- 
ing to occupy Syria. A plot has been 
discovered to murder M. Jouvenel, 
the French High, Commissioner in 
Syria. The Syriazs are still trying to 
get the League of Nations to take up 
their cause. 

Greece has accepted the award of 
the League of Nations directing her 
to pay an indemnity to Bulgaria in 
respect of the recent invasion of Bul-

SCHOCL BOARD 
ELECTION CONTEST 


There is to be a contested election 
for the vacancy on the School Board 
caused by the resignation of C. F. 
Carewell. The candidates are Dr.

The question of attractions was dis- 
cussed by Messrs. Bjorkeland, Cruick- 
shank, Hogg, Malcolm, Patterson, 
Pederson, and others. Mr. Bjorkeland 
thought that, in view of the approach- 
ing cutting off of the Dominion gov- 
ernment grant, they must set their 
house in order, and he thought they 
had best begin by dispensing with the 
midway and other special attractions, 
A local band would be enough, when 
the Dominion grant was cut off. He 
would have special judging competi- 
tions, have the horses judged in front 
of the grandstand, etc. Mr. Cruick- 
shank favored putting a stampede on 
next year: they had been very suc- 
cessful at Innisfail, Stettler, etc. This 
proposition met with some opposition: 
the return of the Edmonton News- 
boys’ Band was suggested, and the 
general programme of 1925. Mr. Hogg 
reviewed their relations with other 
‘Class B Fairs: he would hesitate be- 
fore breaking too far away from the 
policy in attractions of the other Class 
B Fairs. The matter of attractions 
was referred to the new board.

The Secretary-Treasurer had word 
that for a Hospital vote a ‘resolution 
of Council was necessary, or a petition 
signed by 25 per cent of the resident 
ratepayers of each tewsship. Tha 
Council decided that it might be dif- 
ficult just now to get such a petition 
circulated and-signed, and it was de- 
cided to leave the decision as to taking

ratepayers in February. : 

The Field Crops Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, Edmonton, wrote 
thanking the Council for co-operation, 
warning against the very rapid in-

to keep a weed inspector engaged for 
three to five months in‘ the summer.

Revising C. & E. Trail 

J. W. S. Chappelle, resident engineer, 
Department ef Public Works, Alberta, 
asked transfer of 14% acres, east of the 
present road, on N.W. 7-38-27-W4th, 
on the Cronquist place, for the pro- 
posed revision of the Calgary and Ed- 
monton trail. He also asked for either 
one of two alternative trails through 
Blocks 6, 5 and 3, or through Blocks 
6, 5, I, 3, 2 and 1, in West Park sub- 
division. Either route eliminated two 
right angle’ turns, . contributed to 
safety, and effected considerable sav- 
ing in distance. The requests were 
granted on motion of Messrs, Ellen- 
wood and Hives, the Cronquists being 
reported willing. 

The Municipal Hospital Board, 
through Payne & Graham, pressed for 
settlement of $739 Hospital accounts 
mentioned in their letter of August 24. 

After considerable discussion, it was 
tesolved to pay some $500 of accounts: 
the M.D. of Arthur was responsible for 
the balance, the Council thought. 

The Secretary-Treasuier of the 
Municipal Hospital submitted agree- 
ment for care of indigent residents at 
$3 per day. This went over until the 
annual meeting.

W. J. Botterill wrote regarding the 
supplementary report of the Western 
Fire Underwriters’ Association, and 
sent a copy of a letter from the 
Association in which it was explained 
that there was no intention of raising 
the insurance rates in the city unless 
the recommendations of the associ- 
ation’ were complied with. These 
recommendations were merely intend- 
ed as guides to the development of 
fire protection in the city. . 

The Secretary of the Associated 
Commercial Travellers wrote with 
respect to the ungentlemanly con- 
duct of some of its members in Red 
Deer with regard to which the Chief 
of Police had written to the Associ- 
‘ation. An assurance was given that 
the Association would take this up 
with its members with a view to the 
prevention of any repetition of such 
disturbances: Thanks were expressed 
inthe letter to Chief Streatfield for 
his forbearance -in the matter. The 
Mayor explained with respect to this 
that there had -been disturbances 
caused by some travellers coming in- 
to town which had threatened to be- 
‘come a regular feature and the City 
and the police were determined to 
put a complete stop to it. ; 

The Secretary-Treasurer of ‘the 
Red Deer’ Public Schoo! District wrote 
intimating the resignation of C. F. 
Carswell from the Board which would 
necessitate the election of another 
member. A by-law to provide for the 
holding of the election was passed 
later in the meeting. — 

The red barn near the Windsor Gar- 
age wae the subject of several  in- 
quiries. W. J. Botterill wrote that he 
had made considerable -efforts to sell 
this barn, but understood that offers 
for it were now being made direct 
to the city. He considered that such 
offers should be made through him for 
this property or other city property. 
It was felt by the Council that there 
was a possible misunderstanding here, 
the Council being under the impres- 
gion that Mr. Botterill had net been 
given any exclusive agency to sell 
such properties. This matter was 
left to the Commissioners to look in- 
to, but certain tenders for the prop- 
erty having been received, it was de- 
cided to accept the highest, namely, 
that of E. F. Vincent of 105.00. The 
City Foreman, Jones, had reported 
that the City would not make as much 
as $105.00 if they salvaged the prop- 
erty and sold the lumber. 

J. J. Culford wrote as to the tax on 
the building of the old Rex Theatre 
property. He did not feel that he 
ought to pay more than the land tax- 
es on the property seeing that it had 
been burned down before he took 
possession. The period for which he 
was being asked to pay the taxes was 
two months and the amount of taxes 
for this period was $14.50. Some 
question was raised as to whether ° 
was legally possible to collect taxes 
on a building which had ceased to 
exist and the point was referred to 
the solicitors for decision. 

The Northwestern Utilities com- 
pany wrote as to the Western General 
plant, suggesting that the Calgary 
Power Company cannot now supply 
enough power to the city of Calgary 
and therefore cannot supply powor to 
Red Deer unless the Spray Lakes de- 
velopment scheme was completed, 
which would take at lease 18 months; 
that the cost of a transmission line 
from Calgary to Red Deer wou'd be 
more than the load to be taken y 
Red Deer and the small_imte:vening 
towns would be worth, and that the 
only way in which an extension to 
Red Deer would be profitable would be 
{f the line were going on to Edmonton 
which had already refused an offer of 
power from the Calgary Power Com- 
pany as being dearer than power 
generated by steam. If the Calgary 
Power Company were willing to pro- 
vide power, the Northwestern Utili- 
ties company, provided they took over 
the power plant in Red Deer, would 
‘be willing to buy from them and give 
the citizens the benefit of any reduc- 
tion in the cost. Mr. Yorath was 
willing to come to Red Deer if neces- 
sary in order to discuss this matter. 
On the motion of Alderman Brough- 
ton, the letter was tabled. 

J. A. Martin wrote offering to buy 
the old Hewson barn for the arrears 
of taxes and penalties, the terms of 
payment being that the current year’s 
taxes would be paid in cash and that 
the balance of the purchase price 
would be paid from the rents. If the 
rents in any year did not amount to 
$400.00 he was willing to make up the 
difference. This would make a total 
price of $1185.00, of which the  cur- 
rent year’s taxes were $305.94, in- 
cludingthe government tax. On the 
motion of Aiderman McClure, _ this 
offer was accepted, it being made 
clear that the purchager is to pay the 
current taxes each year in addition to 
the instalments of the purchase price. 

Alderman Galbraith moved a vote 
of congratulations to the old Coun- 
cillors on their re-election and wel- 
comed them back to the Council.. In 
replying, Alderman Howlett said that 
che had felt that it was his duty to 
offer his services to the people to 
complete the taking over of the West- 
ern General undertaking. Alderman 
Broughton said that he had been re- 
luctant to stand again, but since the 
people approved of his candidature,

He was willing to help in 
the matter as much as_ possible. 
Alderman Snell said that Alderman 
Broughton had proved himself a 
game -sport in this election. He 
wished to correct the impression that 
he had stated that he wished to in- 


crease the wages of the city employ- 


ees. Alderman Howlett asked ag to 
the cost of the 5th Street bridge. His 
impression was that the original cos’ 
quoted was $500.00 to $600.00, whereas 
it now appeard that it had _ cost 
He wanted to know why 
the difference hadoccurred. Mayor 
Johns explained that the government’s 
offer was to build a standard bridge 
with a span of 24 feet. The Council 
thought that a bridge with a span of 
30 feet was better as giving more 
gpace for the water to get through 
and decreasing the amount of the fill 
on each side of the bridge. The gov- 
ernment offer had been $800.00, not 
what Alderman Howlett had thought. 
The total cost was not yet certain 
because there was some doubt as to 
the amount due to the Manning-Suth- 
erland Company, which was _ being 
looked into. The work of completing 
the fill would not add much to the 
cost as it had been done by the city’s 
own men and teams. Alderman Snell 
asked how the bridge’compared with 
the mud-sill bridge which had been 
one of those proposed at the time of 
the taking of the by-law vote. Mayor 
Johns said thatthe present bridge 
was much better; the piles were from 
7 to 9 feet deep in the ground, and he 
considered that it was the _ bes’ 
bridge that the city had except the 
one on Gaetz Ave. Alderman Gal- 
braith was a little inclined to think 
that the 3rd Street bridge was better. 

The Commissioners’ report was as 

follows: 
COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 

1. The bridge over Waskagoo Creek 
on 3th St. North has been completed, 
the fill made and the bridge opened 
for traffic. It will be necessary to 
build more guard rails at the sides, 
but Foreman Jones recommends that 
this work be left until Spring. It is 
not possible to report the cost, as the 
accounts for lumber have to be check- 
ed over with Mr. Mohring, who is 
away at present.

The statement of receipts and dis- 
bursements showed that the tax col- 
lections are in much the same post- 
tion as last year.

Some discussion 
took place as to certain tenants of 
city properties who were in arrears 
with their rents. Several of the 
Aldermen felt that it was quite un- 
fair that such tenants should be al- 
lowed to remain in posseseion with- 
out paying, whereas other citizens 
were compelled to pay all their obli- 
gations to the city promptly. Alder- 
man Galbraith felt that if there was 
not leniency extended in some such 
cases there would be an application 
for a relief. 

By-law No. 623, to provide for the 
election of a member for the School 
Board to fill C. F. Carswell’s places, 
was duly passed. Nominations will 
be made on the 28th of December 
and the election held on the 4th of 
January. Alderman Galbraith thought 
the election ought to be advertised in 
the newspapere and not by means of 
type-written notices stuck up in odd 
places. The Commissioner however, 
explained that such postings was re- 
quired by the law. 

By-law 624 was introduced, beinga 
by-law for the making of an agree- 
ment between the municipal hospital 
and the city for the treatment of in- 
digent patients at the rate of $3.00 a 
day. Alderman Galbraith raised the 
point that the draft agreement did not 
make it perfectly clear whether under 
the agreement the city was to be liable 
for indigent patients only, and the 
passing of the by-law was therefore 
deferred in order that Alderman Mc- 
Clure and the Commigsioner could 
adapt the agreement to make this 
point absolutely clear.

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THE HISTORIC FACT 
OF CHRISTMAS 


Christmas is in the minds of every: 
one at present. It is probable that 
the religious aspect of Christmas doea 
not occupy a very large place in the 
thoughts of those who are thus pre- 
zt, paring. No doubt there are church 
; i services, and many people do remem: 
ber more or less clearly that it is the 
birthday of Christ that is being cele- 
brated, but on the whole it is a eeas- 
on of cheerful goodwill and of quite 
a large amount of unselfish thought 
for othere, as well as of personal en- 
joyment rather than a strictly relig- 
ious occasion. Still less do people ask 

oot themselves what the significance of 
ie gloe the anniversary is as an historic fact 
é apart altogether from its religious 
associations. Yet Christmas is a 
great historic anniversary. Leave out 
of account altogether what may be 
termed the spiritual side of it. Ig- 
nore any questions of miracles and 
divinity and the life beyond death. 
There still remains from a purely 
worldly viewpoint a vitally impor- 
bd tant significance about Christmas. 
i The original Christmas marked the

et The great cardinal principles of life 
tf and conduct as taught by Christ have 
rt had a vast influence in the world.

Meesiah, who was to give them 
supreme dominion over all the peo- 
ples of the earth, and when He was 
crucified, they merely transferred 
i their hope of that dominion to the 
i life beyond death.

ie tively familiar throughout Eastern 


t Europe and Asia Minor, where lateu 
Greek philosophy had spread. As the 
Christian church grew jn size and 
power, the inevitable controversies 
and bickering over petty dogmas and 
hair-splitting differences in elaborate 
creeds grew also. The old taint of 
professional ecclesiasticism, the feuds 
t and ambitions of its votaries, spread 
over the original teaching of Christ 
like froth and scum on the surface of 
a great river, and at times seemed 
almost as if they would entirely shut 
t out the pure stream from the sight of 
ordinary people. Yet beneath that 
unsightly crust the stream flowed on, 
bursting out every now and then, and 
whenever it did so, contributing a 
vital beneficent influence to the up- 
ward progress of man‘*ind. The 
Christian church might and did have 
its scandalous abuses, but it could 
not profess such a creed, could not 
expound it, however formally and un. 
intelligently, without that creed hay 
ing its effect on those who heard it. 
One thing alone may be mentioned 
as illustrating the practical results 
of the Christian creed. From early 
days the Church set its face against 
the institution of slavery, which the 
philosophers of Greece and Rome 
had regarded with complete indiffer- 
ence as a thing which called for no 
condemnation. It was only slowly 
that the Church got ite way, but it 
did get it, first in Europe and then al) 
over the world where the’ Christian 
nations ruled. So it has been’ with 
other things. Justice, mercy, charity 
to the weak and friendless, even the 
comparatively recent development of 
consideration for the dumb animals, 
* these great foundation principles of 
the Christian creed have won their 
way up, however imperfectly, among 
the nations which have professed 
Christianity, and from them have to 
some extent at least spread over the 
world. Just what that means in the 
way of relief to suffering humanity, 
; those wio know their history can 
aay Tealize That is the contribution of 
Christianity to the world from a pure- 
ly worldly standpoint. It is a great 
contribution, and if it is realized, it 
Should give a renewed significance to 
the celebration of Christmas Day, 
which marked the coming into the 
world of the great Teacher of peace 
and good-will among men. 


THE NEW IMMIGRATION SCHEME 


There was announced last week a 
Breat new scheme of immigration to 
Canada. The baeis of this scheme is 
the reduction of steamer and railway 
fares from Great Britain to various 
points in Canada. The reductions 
have not been made on a niggardly 
scale. The fare from Britain to Hall 
fax, St. John, or Quebec has been re. 
duced from £18 to£3, that te Mon 
treal from £18.15 or £20.15 to £4. 
The rate from Britain to Calgary or 
Edmonton is down from £25.4_ to 
£6.10, that to Vancouver from £28.7 
to £9. These reductions are to be 
given to Empire settlers only, but 
they represent a great and important 
change. They will at once make emi. 
gration to Canada possible for large 


numbers of people who now cannot 
raise the money themselves and 
shrink from raising it by incurring a 
neavy debt to private friends or to 
the Government.

THE BY-ELECTION FOR 
SCHOOL TRUSTEE 


To the Editor of the News. 
Dear Sir: 

A matter of importance has ‘been 
drawn to my attention regarding the 
question of putting the city to the ex- 
pense of holding a by-election to fill 
the position of school trustee vacated 
by my son, Charles F. Carswell. 

It has been stated that he neglect- 
ed to send in his resignation in time 
to fill the requirements of the statut- 
es in thie regard and therefore a by- 
election was necessary. 

The facts in the case are that the 
desired to resign when he moved to 
Granum in August, but the School 
Board did not want to hold an elec. 
tion at that time and asked him to 
remain on the Board and they would 
give him leave of absence for three 
months and notify him when they 
wanted him_to resign. 

Mr. Pamely, secretary of the Schoo] 
Board, wrote on November 24th ask- 
ing him to resign. He answered, 
sending in his resignation, on Novem- 
ber 25th. 

Now it is necessary, according to 
the ruling of the city clerk, and soli- 
citor W. E. Payne, to whom the clerk 
referred the matter, that the city clerk 
be notified of all vacancies on the 
School Board by the 15th day of 
November. 

When I appeared at the city office 
on nomination day and asked for 
papers to nominate Dr. John Collison, 
who had consented, at the request of 
a large number of ratepayers, to 
stand for the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Charles F. Carswell, 
those present were notified that there 
could be no election for this position 
as the resignation had not been re- 
ceived in time. 

Dr. Collison was asked to stand for 
nomination at that time for the 
other positions, but ihe refused, re- 
marking that that would be running 
against citizene who had given good 
service on the board. But he consent- 
ed there and then to be a candidate 
for the position vacated by Charles F. 
Carswell whenever the election was 
held. 

I make ,this explanation as some 
people may say Dr. Collison is out to 
oppose Mr. Hogg, who announced 
himself as a candidate for the posi. 
tion in the last issue of the Advocate. 

Dr. Collison is the best type of 
citizen we have in Red Deer, and will 
be a strong factor on our School 
Board if elected. He is’an old 
school teacher, and a graduate of Mc- 
Gill University. As a medical man 
he would be of great assistance where 
children are concerned, and I contend 
there should be a doctor on every 
school ‘board if such a thing were pos- 
sible. He is also an eye specialist, 
and would be of service in this de 
partment. In municipal matters he 
has had the greatest honors to his 
credit of any one in the city, having 
heen on the Council for ten years and 
filling the Mayor's chair the last four 
years of his term, and returning to 
the city the entire salary of one 
thousand dollars a year for the last 
two years he was in the chair. And, 
finally, besides being one of the big: 
gest ratepayers in the city, he is one 
of the strongest and most convincing 
economists in the city, and can be 
depended upon to keep down taxea 
as far as possible and act in the in- 
terests of the ratepayers at all times.

As I see it, the attitude of mind of 
the taxpayer is this: Taxes are about 
all we can bear; we live in a nice lit 
tle city, and have many things to be 
thankful for, but we do not want our 
taxes to be made any heavier if it can 
possibly be avoided. 

The City of Lethbridge, much larg- 
er than we are, turned down & by-law 
for a new school last Monday. * The 
City of Calgary turned down a by-law 
for $20,000.00 which the Mayor and 
Commissioner both said was neces. 
sary. Is our position so much better 
financially than that of those cities 
as to justify our undertaking without 
the most exhaustive enquiry the ex- 
penditure necessary for a new school 
building? 

My stand on this matter is simply 
this: If the Assembly Hall can be 
fixed up, without expending too much 
money on it, so that there is no ques- 
tion of its suitability, I am for that. 
If not, and we have to make an ex- 
penditure, then I favour an expendi- 
ture of an amount to meet our pres- 
ent needs, but in such a way that it 
will not be a loss, and in a way that 
we can add to later on. 

This, Ladies and Gentlemen, is my 
attitude on this very difficult ques- 
tion with which we find ourselves fac- 
ed. If it meets with your approval, 
I shall feel honoured if you see fit to 
give me your support. At any rate, 
at this festive time of year, I am go- 
ing to ask the privilege of wishing 
you and yours a very, very merry 
Christmas, and a happy and progper- 
ous New Year.

Committee on Rural Credits 


For the purpose of making full in- 
vestigation into the matter of rural 
credits, so far as Alberta’s needs are 
concerned, the Alberta government 
has appointed a special committee of 
which the members are Hon. R. G. 
Reid, Provincial Treasurer, as chair- 
man; Dr. Tory, President of Alberta 
University, who made the special re- 
port to the federal government on 
rural credits; R. J. Dinning, chairman 
of the Alberta. Liquor Board, and a 
former banker; James Pike, Manag. 
er of the Lethbridge Northern _irri- 
gation colonization scheme, and ‘Chas. 
W. Peterson, editor of the Farm and 
Ranch Review, who has made a spec. 
jal study of rural credits in Denmark 
and other countries. 

It is proposed that the committee 
investigate the entire question of rur- 
ai credits, and review all data and in- 
formation already secured or avail- 
able, the whole purrpose being to 
work out a more effective system 
than any now in sight. The govern- 
ment will ask the committee to lay 
emphasis upon the co-operative phase 
of the situation, believing that any 
rural credit scheme which may be 
evolved will be the sounder if based 
upon the co-operative principle. 

There has been a_ considerable 
amount of complication and delay in 
attempting to bring about co-opera- 
tion between the federal and provin- 
cial governments, which would be 
the most desirable basis on which to 
build for effectivenees and security. 
The Alberta government is convinced 
that a system of long term rural cred- 
its is necessary to the well-being of 
Canada, particularly the west, and 
that a much more effective system 
could be worked out in co-operation 
with the federal government. It be- 
lieves, however, that the need is so 
urgent that the people will tolerate 
no further delay, and that some ade- 
quate eystem must be brought into 
operation as quickly as_ possible, 
whether through co-operation with 
the dominion government or other- 
wise.

Mrs Waagen, First Vice-President 
of the Alberta Division Red Cross, 
who, in company with Miss West, 
staff nurse in charge of home nursing 
organization for thq Division, last 
August made a trip of inspection in 
the Peace River district, gives the 
following interesting account of her 
experiences: 

“The Red Cross went into Pouce 
Coupe five years ago at the call of 
soldier settlers during an influenza 
epidemic. When I made the trip to 
Pouce Coupe at. that time, it took ue 
three days and almost three nights to 
make the journey. To-day, thanks to 
the improved railway service, the trip, 
if good weather permits, may be 
made in less than thirty-six hours. 
We reached Grande Prairie, our 
jumping-off place, on Friday, August 
7th, and held our ‘first meeting ' on 
Friday evening. We had with us a 
lantern and 70 Red Cross slides, show- 
ing pictures of allthe work in Alberta. 
These were very well received every- 
where, especially by the children 
whom the pictures were a real treat. 

Our next stop was Beaver Lodge, ! 
which is the centre of a splendid agri- | 
cultural district with about 1500 or 
2000 settlers. The original settlers in 
this district came in with oxen over 
the old Edson trail, and have made 
good. This large territory is badly in 
need of nursing service, as the near- 
est doctor and Hospital are thirty- 
two miles distant, and in wet or win- 
ter weather it is impossible for those 
in outlying parts to receive atten- 
tion. Adjacent to this district are 
Hythe, Valhalla, Gimly and _ Rio 
Grande, and representations are  be- 
ing made to the Red Cross to estab- 
Hsh a Nursing Outpost somewhere in 
this territory. Improved conditions 
everywhere since 1920 are evident— 
better roads and new settlers, and 
optimism is apparent, in spite of the 
fact that the railway question is still 
undecided. 

Neither Miss West nor myself had 
ever operated a lantern and our diffi- 
culties were not a few, and amusing, 
but by the end of our trip we felt like 
experienced show women. We had 
considerable anxiety on occasions 
when our batteries got wet, or an 
electric wire became disconnected and 
we had to hurry to a garage to patch 


one lamp and none to fall back upon.

On our last evening we had a bad 
time, when our lantern refused alto: 
gether to work, and for the space of 
ten minutes we had to face an as- 
sembled audience with the possibili-. 
ty of not being able to put over “our 
esbow.” 

Travelling is not an easy business 
in these outlying communities, and 
on Monday it looked as if we might h 
left indefinitely at Hythe. No con- 
veyance could be secured to take us 
further, and all efforts to secure a 
livery were unsuccessful until we 
were eventually able to obtain assis. 
tance from the Provincial Police, and 
secured permission to make the next 
stage of our journey in the police 
car. In this we travelled to Val- 
halla, a fine Scandinavian settlement, 
and visited our Red Cross secretary. 
There is good farming in this dis 
trict, and an excellent creamery, but 
no medical or nursing service. Un- 
fortunately, owing to lack of nurses, 
we could not organize Home Nursing 
Classes. 

From Valhalla we -continued on to 
Pouce Coupe, a distance of about 
65 miles, arriving at six-thirty in the 
evening. I was amazed at the growth 
of the settlement of Pouce Coupe. 1 
experienced a thrill of both pride and 
delight when, as we climbed the hill 
the Red Cross Hospital became vi 
ible, beautifully situated on a point of 
high land above the creek. It is a 
good sized building, painted yellow 
with a red roof, and a Red Cross flag 
flying from a high pole in the hospital 
grounds—the first thing to attract the 
eye as the traveller enters the little 
settlement. For the first time this 
year, it has been possible to have a 
garden at the Hospital, the grounds 
of which have been fenced, and the 
Committee ‘have spent much time try- 
ing to make a lawn, and in training 
vines up the hospital verandah. Cali- 
fornia poppies, sweet peas and nas- 
turtiums made a bright showing, of 
which the gardeners were justly 
proud. 

Pouce Coupe has trebled in size 
since 1920. Then there were only 
twenty, houses; the old stopping-place, 
of which the least said the better, 
has been destroyed by fire and re- 
placed by a more modern hotel. The 
settlement now has a Government 
Agent's offices and house, police quar- 


., ters-and barracks, telephone and tele- 


graph office, and a Hquor vendor's 
store. The G.W.V.A. has erected a 
memorial community hall. Dr. Wat- 
son “is in charge’ of the work 
throughout the prairie. : 

It is difficult to convey to people 
living in cities with all modern con- 
veniences, what the Red Cross means 
in Pouce Coupe. The local commit- 
tee has been most successful in car. 
rying out the plans as intended by 
Headquarters, and the co-operation of 
the local branch and our Provincial 
Division hae resulted in the most com- 
plete Red Cross unit for service in 
this large territory. 

The hospital is as comfortable and 


‘| well equipped inside as the exterior 


leads one to expect. It runs nor- 
mally with 8 beds, in emergency with 
15 to 16. It has large wards, airy and 
bright, an excellent operating room, 
a sterilizing room and drug room, a 
case room and one private room for 
very sick patients, and a kitchen large 
and well equipped. In building the 
hospital plumbing was installed and 
there are bathrooms up and down 
stairs. F 

The Central Council of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross at its last meeting, 
voted a special grant to instal water 
power for pumping water from the 
creek. .At the present time water is 
purchased by the barrel, and stored in 
a cistern. This is very expensive and 
unsatisfactory. In two monthge from 
now, the hospital will be well equip- 
ped with water and electric light from 
its own plant. 

The Red Cross here serves an en- 
ormous territory, patients being 
brought from Hudson’s Hope, 160 
miles off, and from Fort St. John six- 
ty miles away. Six settlements are 
included in the districts gerved, four

of which are small towns, and in win- 
ter service.is extended *up>to © Fort 
Graham and Fort Nelson, 500: miles 
North. : 

The view from :the hospital ~is 
beautiful, the land falling away. in 
terraces down to the creek on: one 
side, and stretching up across a great 
patch of wheat flelds to the ‘hills on 
the other. : 

One by one the executive commit: 
tee dropped in during the evening to 
do their chores—everyone works’ for 
the Hogpital. The clergyman cuts 
the wood, one of the hank men’ looks 
after the ice, two other members of 
the executive take care of the cis- 
tern, others are interested - in. the 
garden; running the pump and 1o6k- 
ing after the water is another man’s 
job. Before dark came, we: were alto- 
gether on the verandah, the grama. 
phone playing within to cheer up the 
patients with records supplied by 
kind friends. 

Two: mothers, a baby, and a litte 
boy with a fractured arm were in Hos- 
pital. The contrast to the pleasant 
surroundings about us was emphas'z. 
ed by the fact that on a grassy knoll 
opposite, stood a tumbled down log 
shack, the only shelter to which ex- 
pectant mothers from outside ° dis- 
tricts could come for nursing care. 
and to await the arrival of the’ 
babies, before the Red Cross came 
to Pouce Coupe, five years ago. The 
change seemed hardly credible. 

Our first day in the district was 
spent visiting old friends and looking 
up those amongst the new settlers in- 
terested in Red Cross, and respon- 
sible for its ‘operation in outlying 
parts. I was very much impressed 
with the improvement in conditionr 
and in the very fine type of settle 
established in the Pouce Coupe coun- 
try. No doubt, during the past hard 
years, a number have left, but those 
that remain are of the finest type, 
and are making good, not only as 
agriculturists, but as Canadian citi- 
zend. 

By Wednesday we were ready for 
work, and it was a heavy day with 
three meetings. The heat was in- 
tense, 

We remained in Rolla for supper, 
and about midnight addressed a meet- 
ing of men and women assembled for 
a dance. A half hour's addrese was 
listened to with much enthusiasm. 
Rolla district expects a good _ re- 
sponse to the appeal for Red Cross 
membership this year. 

Next morning we were early under 
way, in charge of Dr. and Mrs. Wat- 
son, who had kindly placed their car 
at our disposal. Our destination on 
Thursday was across the cutbank or 
the Kiskatinaw river to Sunset 
Prairie. This district I had visited 
in 1920 wth Miss Heasty, our Red 
Cross nurse, and at that time it would 
be difficult to picture more distress- 
ing conditions ehan we found among 
some of the settlers. 

In 1920 it was impossible to travel 
except by farm wagon—a graded road 
now extends for 20 miles, and the rest 
is passable by motor. The change In 
conditions was splendid; a bridge now 
crosses the river where in 1920 we 
had to ford a dangerous stream. A 
schooland community hall are esta’ 
lished 15 miles up the district, ar 
there is marked improvement in th: 
condition of the settlers and in the 
homes we passed. It was very pleas- 
ant to meet again the women I met i: 
1920, and to realize that they were 
getting on and making good. The 
women in these districts see very lit- 
tle money—perhaps three or four dol- 
lars a year in cash may be all thev 
handle. Everyone had a message to 
send to the Matron, Miss Crook, who 
is the Mother of the district. The 
whole mental atmosphere of the set- 
tler seems to haye changed, and to be 
more cheerful. A pleasure which was 
renewed in thie and other districts, 
was to see the appreciation of the 
people for the Red Cross Hospital. 
and to see on all sides Red Cross 
babies being held up or come toddling 
along for our inspection. 

We had a fine meeting at Sunset 
Prairie, after which the women serv- 
ed refreshments. Even the water fr: 
the tea, 18 well as the cakee and sand- 
wiches, had to be carried with them. 
as there was no water. near the school- 
house. A fire wasmade on the road in 
front of the building and tea was 
made in a hilly-can—an impromptu 
picnic which was greatly enjoyed. 

Our homeward trip called .for a 
meeting at Dawson Creek at 8.30, but 
the weather decided otherwise. Caught 
in the tail of a tremendous thunder. 
storm, we were able to realize how 
quickly these new roads become. im- 


passable. Pulling out to avoid a 
cave-in on the road, we suddenly 
found ourselves going backwards 


down a bank, and it was a question 
for one thrilling moment of turn 
turtle, turn sideways, or stand on 
end. Thanks to our driver, we ended 
by merely standing on end, and were 
able to scramble out and view the 
situation somewhat ruefully, when it 
became evident that there was no 
way of hauling up the motor without 
horse power. Fortunately, this mis- 
hap occurred not far from the home 
of one of the settlers. In 1920 I hare 
visited this house, which wag then 
operated as a store and stopping 
place. The kindness of the woman of 
the house had made up for the dis- 
comforts, but in the interval this poor 
creature had died, and the henhouse 
had to be torn down to _ provide 
boards for the poor mother's coffin. 
She left three small boys, who are 
now growing up like little wild 
creatures of the woods. “These boys, 
watching our mishap from a distance, 
now ran to see what had happened. 
The adventure for them was as thril- 
ling as a movie, and I think they were 
delighted at our misfortune. No 
more grimy, unkempt, or wild little 
urchins could be pictured, and while 
the doctor went to secure the assis- 
tance of a team, we began to talk to 
the children, who were almost too 
shy to approach. The eldest boy 
recognized me as the Red Cross lady 
who ‘had visited them in 1920, and we 
began conversation forthwith. They 
were fascinated with some sweet peas 
which had been given us, and which 
they had never seen before. “What's 
them?” wag the question. When we 
explained, at the same time decorat- 
ing them with the flowers, they were 
most anxious to plant the sweet. peas 
immediately to see if they would grow. 
The eldest boy, about eleven’ or 
twelve, has had about ten months {n 
school, and can read a little. The 
second boy had three months; it was 


pathetic, though amusing, to talk to 
them. All three were bright boys. 
Thinking that if we could impress 


-;OUr Names upon them, we might be 


able to do something for them at a 
later date. Miss West tried to get 
them to remember hers. ‘Where does 
the sun go down?” ehe asked. “y 
don’t know anything about that,” was 
the reply. After explaining, she en- 
connec: 
tion. I was more fortunate when 1 
asked, “To what does father hitch the 
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team?” and the small boy called out 
vociferously, “To the wagon—I can 
think of that all day long.” 

It was ten o’clock when we reached 
Dawson Creek. We were very tired, 
and felt sure that our audience had 
dispersed. On the contrary, every- 
one was waiting. Out came our bat- 
tery, lantern and slides and we began 
the performance at ten fifteen. 

On Friday came the disconcerting 
news that the “D. S. Thomas,” which 
was to take us up the Peace River to 
Hudson's Hope, would not run. It 
had been stuck for some days on a 
sandbank below Peace River and 
would not attempt the trip again on 
account of the low water. The sum- 
mer had been very dry all through 
the far north. Thé crops were there 
fore very unequal, and many were 
poor. Waterhole, north of the Peace, 
was practically the only place where 
everyone proclaimed good crops. On 
Pouce Coupe prairie, everything was 
drying up, and the grasshoppers were 
swarming everywhere. Driving waa 
very uncomfortable, owing to the 
quantity of grasshoppers which were 
shipped continually in the car _hit- 
ting one’s face and eyes. One morn- 
ing we were literally covered with 
hoppers and kept picking them off 
and throwing them out of the car con. 
tinually. They are all large, full- 
fledged specimens, as they get excel: 
lent pasture on great stretches of 
vacant land where it is no one’s busi- 
ness to destroy them. Pouce Coupe 
had suffered also from a further visi- 
tation in the form of a red and black 
beetle, which is tremendously des. 
tructive to garden stocks especially. 

Our concern on Friday was to make 
some arrangements for our visits to 
Fort St. John’s and Hudson’s Hope, 
as we did not want to disappoint the 
people there, and the establishment 
of Home Nursing Classes and Junior 
Red Crosag at Fort St. John seemed 
a-worth while service for the women 
and children there. After some 
trouble the telegraph operator was 
able to get in touch with Rolla Land- 
ing, and arranged for a_ gasoline 
launch to pick us up the next day— 
Saturday. 

On Friday evening, Pouce Coupe 
was en fete for a dance given by the 
G.W.V.A. in honor of one of its mem. 
bers. This was the great event of our 
visit. We were to speak about mid- 
night. The Veterans are splendid 
supporters of the Hospital and num. 
bers of people came from all over the 
country to the dance. Miss Crook, 
our Matron, played the violin. Miss 
West and I had a splendid opportun. 
ity of meeting the people, young and 
old alike. Many children had been 
brought along, as the only way of 
looking after them, and before morn. 
ing they-were asleep on cushions and 
coats on the floor. 

At eleven o’clock the Red Cross 
had the floor for half an hour amidst 
great enthusiasm, after which we 
managed to raise $18.00 forthe painting 
fund by telling fortunes till three in 
the morning. The men fairly swarm. 
ed to have their hande read. During 
our last night at the Hospital a new 
Canadian was ushered into the world, 
keeping the doctor and staff busy till 
six o’clock in the morning. 

Seven o'clock on Saturday morning 
aroused us to the fact that to motor 
to Rolla Landing would be impossible, 
as the rain descended in torrents and 
the skies showed no signs of. clear- 
ing. Once the weather breaks in 
these districts, travelling becomes an 
uncertain affair, and the traveller 
who makes his journey at all, and ar. 
rives at his destination, is lucky. Tho 
weather was bitterly cold and the 
wind blowing hard. From 8 till 2, we 
waited for a conveyance. No motor 
would venture, no teams, no driver, 
could be found, and when at length 
horses were promised, after a_ time 
the driver announced they had been 
lost in the bush. Owing to the kind- 
ness of Mr. Dow, former Supervisor 
of the §.S.B., and Mr. Duncan, of the 
Provincial Police, we at last got under 
way at -2.30 in the police democrat 
with Mr. Dow’s team and Mr. Dow ag 
driver.

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SUCCESSFUL DRAMATIC. 
i PERFORMANCES 


tt. fs a matter for, regret. that a 
strongly established custom exists 
under which: all local. functions’: and’ 
entertainments in--small..towns are 
reported habitually in the local papers: 
in terms of the highest eulogy... The 
result is that’ when-’something really 
good is done, it is almost-tmpossible 
to give a report on it. which will: differ : 
from’ those’ given ‘of more ‘mediocre - 
performances. The’. dramatic . per- 
formances given by the High. School 
pupils in the Assembly Hali on Wed- 
nesday evening stood well. above the 
ordinary - level. They were in fact 
quite excellent. 

There wasg’an Guiigeraisaingly good 


seats occupied, but people were 
standing all round the ‘walls; and the 
doorway’ was ‘packed by others. The 
result was that the hall became quite 
uncomfortably hot, and Mr. Payne's 
reference at the close of the evening 
to the’ Black Hole: of Calcutta was 
received ‘with feeling groans: from a 
perspiring audience, 

The first. part of the entertainment 
took the form of'a play. based on 
Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers,” and 
might be called the Pursuit of Mr, 
Pickwick by Mrs. Bardell, culminat- 
ing in the famous breach of promise 
trial. The first scene was short but 
full of action. It showed Mr. Pick- 
wick unwisely consulting Mrs. Bar. 
del about the engagement of a man. 
servant, and Mrs. Bardell hastenitg 
to misinterpret his enquiries into a 
proposal and falling into ‘his arms, to 
be found there by her Httle boy and 
Mr. Pickwick’e astonished frieds. Mrs. 
Bardell, as represented by ‘Lillian 
Carscadden, was first-rate, though one 
might be permitted to suggest that 
she was far too attractive in appear. 
ance. If the widow of Dickens’ im:! 
agination had been as winsome as this_ 
one was, Mr. Pickwick could hardly 
have brought himself to try to avoid 
the consequences of her misunder. 
standing. Pickwick was done by Arthur 
Stephenson, who was. well got up, 
spoke clearly, and acted as naturally 
as could be expected from one whose 
age can hardly have yet exposed him! 
to experiences so harrowing as this; 
one. When the moment came for 
Mrs. Bardell to faint into his arms, 
the lady acted with a swift decision, 
not to gay an enthusiasm, which

pointed to careful and thorough re-} 


hearsing of a congenial part. The 
three Pickwickians who arrived: on: 
the scene to find the widow in their, 
deader’d arms were quite properly stiff 
and embarrassed, and their get-up de- 
serves a word of congratulation. Sam 
Weller was played by Wilfred Hogg, 
and the appearance of that smiling 
and portly gentleman in an admirable 
make-up quite brought the house 
down. He was very good, too. There 
was a siight hesitation about his 
words at one point, but it was not of 
importance and was ewiftly covered. 

The second scene showed Sam spy: 
ing out the land for his master pre- 
paratory to the trial. His interview 
with Mrs. Bardell and her two sym- 
pathetic friends was most amusing. 
Mrs. Cluppins and Mrs. Sanders were 
played by Kathleen Wallace and Nancy 
Stephenson, and their sprightly coy- 
ness was quite in keeping with their 
parts, while a word of genuine praise 
is due to them for their excellent 
enunciation of their words, clear and 
not too fast. 

The main scene of the play was, of 
course, the trial. It was well staged, 
with the judge and leading counse] 
duly wigged and gowned. Norman Bot- 
terill wag the Court Officer, and look- 
ed the part, red-nosed, lank-haired, 
bibulous and fussily officious, as is 
the way of such functionaries. The 
heaviest part in the play, that of Ser- 
geant Buzfuz, fell to Wellington 
Dawe, and he rose to the occasion 
most manfully. He has a good voice, 
he knew his words perfectly, which 
in itself was a creditable feat, even 
with the help of his “brief,” and he 
put an expression and vim into his 
speech which was first-rate. In this 
scene the forsaken widow had no 
word to say, yet she took a most 
prominent part in the proceedings by 
her heartbroken sobs, and the tear- 
stained countenance which she turned 
on her counsel and the jury was quite 
enough to account for the heavy dam. 
ages awarded against the heartless 
miscreant Pickwick. The evidence of 
Mrs. Cluppins and Mrs. Sanders was 
elven with jaunty and voluble irre. 
levance in the clearest of voices, Mrs, 
Clupping’ final statement that she was 
the mother of eight being one of the | 
best things of the evening. Bob Hep. 
worth made a very good judge, pre. 
serving a commendable gravity under 
considerable provocation to the ‘re. 
verse, and speaking well and with 
good severity of tone. Ernest Wells 
as Mr. Winkle underwent his gruel- 
ling examination in a quite appropri- 
ately hesitating fashion, and incrim- 
inated his unfortunate friend 
and leader to the complete satisfac- 
tion of the highly intelligent-looking 
jury. The indignant dismissal of him 
from the box by defending counsel 
was excellently done by Keith Ben- 
nett ag Sergeant Snubbin. Then 
came the star witness, Sam Weller, 
smiling as befuré and qnite good. 
tempered as he proceeded to baffle 
and enrage the hostile counsel and 
the judge. His happiest remark was 
his enquiry at the close of his evi- 
dence as to whether any other gentle- 
man wanted to ask him any questions. 
Gerald Gaetz and Eugene Murphy as 
the junior counsel were quite ade- 
quate to their parts, and that hopeful 
youth, Master Bardell, was made 
sufficiently objectionable by William 
Anderson. The unfortunate accidents 
to Sam Weller’s hat gave the audi- 
ence no little amusement. The jury 
looked their parts well, and the un- 
willing druggist who predicted mur- 
der from his absence from his shop was 
depicted gravely by George Cox. Pick- 
wick’s final outburst of rage when he 
defied the opposing counsel was a 
masterly effort. Altogether this was 
an entirely creditable effort, which 
gave real pleasure and fun to the 
audience, and must have helped not a 
little to rouse in the minds of ithe 
school pupils and appreciation both 
of good literature and sound  elocu- 
tion.

Then came a phore but, really clever 
effort. in the shape of -the wordless 
romantic .drama of the Wild West, 
entitled “Wild Nell or Her Final Sac- 
rifice.” It took the form of a series 
of ‘swifty acted episodes of the type 
associated with the moving pictures, 
each episode being briefly announced 
in a loud voice by a bearded gentle- 
man, who on normal occasions is Bob 
Stephenson. The Lady Vere de Vere, 
alias Ruth Lindsay, came from the 
City to the Wild West, and at once 
captured the heart of the good-looking 
but fickle cowboy hero, Handsome 
Harry, otherwise. Bill Parsons. Wild 
Nell, represented by Margaret Gaetz, 
Harry's sweetheart before the pink 
and white serpent entered their 
Western Eden, saw with rage and 
despair her hopes blighted, yet when 
those desperate savages Sitting Bull 
and Bull Durham, most picturesquely 
represented by Wilfred Hogg and 
Charles Heath, hid themselves in a 
thicket at the back of the stage, and 
captured the intruding lady, Wild 
!Nell’s noble nature at once asserted, 
,and, along with Handsome Harry, ehe 
set out in pursuit of the Indians. The 
thrilling ride that followed on the 
foaming and spirited broomsticks was 
horribly funny, and was followed by a 
pursuit in canoes in which both par- 
ties plied their paddles wth frantic 
energy, and ‘Handsome Harry brave- 
ily rescued Nell from death by drown- 
ing in the wild torrent. Then, having 
saved and rescued the Lady Vere de 
Vere with whom that rascal Harry at 
once departed, came Wild. Nell’s final 
act of renunciation, when she .shot 
herself and sank in death to the 
ground. It was splendidly done all 
round, an entirely novel piece of fun- 
ny burlesque, which kept the audience 
in fits of laughter during its all-too- 
short course.

Mr. Welsh was to have 
presented these but was unable to be 
present. Mr. Payne, Chairman of the 
School Board, was then called on to 
present the medals for eports in the 
High School. He spoke shortly, em- 
phasizing the importance of school 
sports and the fact that pupils who 
were good at sports were usually 
good at their work both in school and 
the world. The medals were won by 
Lois Humber for the girls and_ Bill 
Parsons for the boys. 

Then followed a pleasing little epi- 
sode. ‘Arthur Davison appeared on 
the platform and in a neat little 
speech asked Mr. Locke to accept a 
parting gift from the pupils as a 
token of their regard and appreci- 
ation of his help to them.
